RUNAWAYS’ FEET 
SHEBOYGAN AFLOAT 


Says the Condition of the Treasury 
Does Not Warrant the Expenditure 
for Battleships—Pension Bill Passed 
the House—Testimony Made Public 
In Important Matters, 


Washington, April 29.—The senate 
proceedings Tuesday were enlivened by 
a speech from Senator Gorman in op­ 
position to the appropriation for battle­ 
ships, in which the war spirit and ex­ 
travagance in congress were criticised. 
The senate resumed consideration of 
the naval appropriation hill after some 
routine business had been disposed of. 
Mr. Bacon (dem., Ga.) reported an im­ 
portant new amendment from the com­ 
mittee on naval affairs. It provides as 
a condition to the building of four 
battleships as provided by the bill, that 
in case the secretary of the navy makes 
separate contracts for armor or armor 
plate he shall not accept bids exceed­ 
ing $350 a ton for such armor, and in 
case the secretary cannot make con­ 
tracts within such limits he shall delay 
action and report the facts to the next 
session of congress. 
This brought the senate to the most 
important feature of the bill—^appropri­ 
ating for {our battleships to cost $3,- 
750,000 each, three-thirty-knot torpedo 
boats at $800,000 and ten torpedo boat3 
at $500,000. 
% 
Mr. Gorman moved an amendment to 
fix the number of battleships at two 
instead of four, and Mr. 
Quay an 
amendment fixing the number of bat­ 
tleships at six. 
Mr. Gorman then addressed the sen 
ate in support of his amendment. The 
whole country, he said, had been stirred 
up by a message of the executive, and 
responsive to this the public and the 
press had been in a state of excite­ 
ment as to our relations with other 
nations. 
When congress assembled, 
it was informed by the executive that 
the financial conditions of the country 
were of the first moment, that the con­ 
dition of the treasury demanded econo­ 
my, or the country would be confront­ 
ed with either an increase of taxation 
or the sale of bonds. But when the 
war scare took possession of us more 
vessels were demanded, appropriations 
greater than those of war times were 
proposed and the secretary of the navy 
revised his recommendation 
of 
two 
battleships by proposing from four to 
six battleships. “This from a cabinet 
officer,” proceeded Mr. Gorman, “was 
considered a justification 
for 
these 
enormous appropriations in time of 
peace, in face of the fact, knowing to 
every senator that there was not rev­ 
enue enough to pay the ordinary ex­ 
penses of the government; that there 
had been, is and will be, a deficit in the 
treasury; that there has not been for 
four years sufficient received to meet 
the appropriations of congress.” 
The senator added that of the 
amounts paid for pensions and ships, 
$162,000,000 came from the 
sale 
of 
bonds. This presented the question, is 
it wise, in time of peace, to make these 
appropriations? 
It was evident that 
there would be no legislation in this 
congress for the relief of the treasury. 
“I am very glad the senator has con­ 
fessed the sin—the great sin—of the 
democratic party,” said Mr. Sherman. 
“The republican house of represent­ 
atives has framed a bill increasing the 
revenues of the government $50,000,000, 
and that bill was sent to the senate. 
Here it was defeated by the votes of the 
other side of the chamber, so the only 
measure offered to 
this chamber to 
raise more revenue was defeated by 
democratic votes.” 
This precipitated a question of who 
controlled the senate. Mr. Gorman de­ 
clared the republican control of the 
committee settled the question. 
Re­ 
suming his speech, he charged that the 
scheme was to provide greater appro­ 
priations than the revenue could meet 
and thus prepare the way for a higher 
tariff. 
• 
In closing his speech the senator with 
great sarcasm referred to the secretary 
of the navy and his ambition to build 
up, man and equip “a splendid navy.” 
He described the demand of the secre­ 
tary with unfeigned contempt, and at­ 
tributed much of his inspiration to as­ 
sociation with naval officers who were 
anxious for ships to command. 
He 
ended with an appeal to the senate to 
limit expenditures if the revenues could 
not be increased. 


PENSION BILL PASSED. 


B ankruptcy B ill Taken Up for Considera­ 
tio n —To Be Voted On Saturday. 
Washington, April 29.—The house 
Tuesday passed the Pickier general 
pension bill by a vote of 187 to 54. The 
republicans and populists voted solidly 
in favor of the measure and the demo­ 
crats, with 
six exceptions, 
solidly 
against it. 
The section to which the 
bulk of the opposition was 
directed 
provides that persons otherwise, en­ 
titled to pensions shall not be disquali­ 
fied on account of prior service in the 
confederate army, provided they joined 
the union forces ninety days before 
Lee’s surrender. 
The bankruptcy bill was taken up for 
a vote Saturday at 4 p. rn., under a 
special order. It was arranged that Mr. 
Henderson should control the time in 
favor of the bill, Mr. Bailey (dem., 
Tex.), who favors a voluntary bank­

M ethodist Dem and for Popular Pow er 
Voiced by Dr. Townsend of B altim ore. 
Chicago, April 29.—Chicago method­ 
ism challenged the bishops, presiding 
elders and politicians of the Method­ 
ist Episcopal church of America last 
night. The knight who cast the gaunt­ 
let was Rev. Luther T. Townsend, D. 
D., of Mount Vernon Place Church, 
Baltimore. He did so at the request 
of the Chicago Methodist Social Union. 
Methodism, supposed to be the most 
conservative form of orthodox religion 
in America, was rebuked by a Meth­ 
odist and Methodists. Little reference 
was made to Wesley, the founder of 
the 
church. But the bugle call was 
sounded for a battle which is to be 
founght in Cleveland 
next 
Friday. 
The general quadrennial conference of 
the Methodist church is to open there 
that day, and Chicago Methodists in­ 
tend to plead for a new 
form 
of 
church government for the Method­ 
ists of America, which is to be of the 
people, by the people, and for the peo­ 
ple. 
Dr. Townsend said this, and 1,200 
stalwart Methodists applauded him to 
the echo. He arraigned the present 
form of government of the church. 
He denounced it as monarchical, as 
suppressing 
the 
voice of the laity, 
stifling the ambitions of the best min­ 
isters, making the bishops and the con­ 
ference 
autocrats. These autocrats, 
he said, were retarding the progress of 
the church. He insisted that a demo­ 
cratic spirit was needed at this hour in 
the policy of the church. His sole re­ 
ference to Wesley was that he was an 
absolute dictator. “But,” he 
added, 
Wesley was an ecclesiastical states­ 
man 
and not an ecc’ 
itical poli­ 
tician.” 
He took up, point 
by 
point, 
the 
great questions which are now agitat­ 
ing Methodist bishops and elders in all 
parts of America. He advocated the 
admission of laymen of the church to 
the annual conferences and held they 
should have more voice in the general 
conferences. He scored the time-limit 
rule now applying to pastors and pro­ 
nounced the present appointing power 
of bishops as undemocratic.

and which would be, if adopted, de­ 
structive to free institutions. There is, 
in my opinion, one event which might

one, and that would be the triumph of 
populism. Colorado suffered under the 
degradation and blight of populist rule 
for two years. 
I believe it is the duty 
of every good citizen to stand up and 
fight in the open against a repetition of 
that ruinous experiment.”

tee, who recently pleaded guilty of high 
treason. 
John Hays Hammond, one of the 
members of the reform committee con** 
demned to death, is an American.

SOME B R EW ER S ARE IN FAVOR 
OF IT S PASSAGE. 


State Chemist Mitchell W rites a Letter 
to Representative Cooper Explain­ 
ing the Effects of the Use of Cer­ 
tain Medicinal 
and 
Preservative 
Drugs by Brewers. 


Representative Cooper Is beginning 
to hear from his pure beer bill. 
The 
correspondence th at is pouring in on 
the subject indicates th at the measure 
has created a stir in many circles. 
While the brewers generally oppose 
the bill on the ground th at it is too 
severe, a few letters have ba >n re­ 
ceived from brewers, one or two in 
Wisconsin, advocating the measure. 
It is claimed for toe bill by some of 
the correspondents th at it is one th at 
larger brewers will favor with some 
modifications because it would place 
a government stamp of approval upon 
a pure 
article. 
Again, 
some 
of 
the 
friends 
of 
temperance

it because they sh w th a t the adulter­ 
ated beers ar© those which contain the 
greater quantities of alcphol, 
One of 
the most im portant letters th a t hRS 
been received came to Representative J 
Cooper from the chemist of the Wis- j 
consln dairy and food commission, Mr. 
M itchell favors the goner*! object of 
the bill, and on the subject of adulter­ 
ations of beer he says: 
Preservation 
Adulterations. 
"T he most common adulteration of 
beer is the result of the effort to keep 
it bottled for an extended length of 
time w ithout spoiling. 
For this pur­ 
pose chemicals are used as preven­ 
tives. 
Salicylic 
acid 
perhaps 
ii 
the 
most 
common and 
iB 
almost 
always used in the beer intended for 
export. 
Sulphur acid and boric acid 
are also used to some extent, and for­ 
maline is a newer drug which is com­ 
ing into use for this purpose. 
Bach- 
arine is an excessively sweet poisonous 
chemical which has high preservasive 
powers 
and has been occasionally 
used. 
All these substances and sim­ 
ilar preservative drugs should be un 
conditionally prohibited. 
Substitutes 
for the bitter principle of hopes have 
been 
used 
to 
some 
extent 
in 
foreign * countries 
and 
were 
used 
to some extent in this country when 
hops were higher in price. 
I do not 
believe th at they are now in use to 
any extent. 
The commonest of these 
were quasi bitter-wocd, gentian, ex 
tract of the root of aloes, dried juice 
of colchim, and juice of the bitter 
apple. 
More poisonous bitters have 
been occasionally reported, but I hare 
never known of their use. All of these 
substances are medicinal in their pro­ 
perties, and are not fit substitutes for 
the bitter principle of hops.” 
A ntagonism of Brewers. 
Chemist Mitchell says th at the sec­ 
tion of the bill providing 
against 
other grains will be bitterly antagon 
ized by the brewers. 
He says th at 
before being malted berley is similar 
in its composition to other grains, but 
in the process of m alting disastase is 
formed, which is the process of chang­ 
ing 
starch 
into 
sngar, 
tu rn ­ 
ing 
the 
insoluble 
starch 
in­ 
to 
sugar 
which 
is 
dissolved, 
and afterw ards 
fermented, to form 
alcohol. 
It is found th at barley prop­ 
erly 
m alted 
contains 
sufficient 
diastase to convert more starch into 
sugar than the barley contains. 
This 
fact induced the brewers to use corn, 
rye, rice and other grains as a cheap­ 
ener, and to make a lighter colored 
beer suited to certain trades. 
"M any persons like the 
white, 
highly alcoholic beer 
m anufactured 
from rice,” says Mr. Mitchell. 
"O th­ 
ers like the darker, more heavily- 
bodied beer m anufactured by the use 
of highly parched m alt or grains. The 
claim will be made th at these people 
have a right and th at they demand 
the m anufacture of beer not made 
wnoiiy from malted barley.” 
Mr. 
Mitchell says th at whils the whole 
bill is not greatly objectionable, if its 
Clause relating to the use of other 
grains were eliminated there would 
not be logical objection to the bill, as 
no one, he says, can advocate the use 
of medicinal drags even as a preserva­ 
tive. 


THEY W ANT A BICYCLE ORDINANCE 


Local R iders Favor a J u st M easure—One 
T hat W oadn’t Do. 
There is strong 
talk among the 
wheelmen of the necessity of a "ju st ’ 
bicycle ordinance,” and in all proba­ 
bility, one will soon be formulated. 
Here is one th at was suggested in a 
town where there was no such regula­ 
tion—after a man was hurt. 
“Section I. No person shall ride a bicycle on 
any public street or highway within this city 
without having.; firmly attached to said bicycle 
a red light on the starboard side thereof, a 
green light on the port side thereof, and a boat 
gong and fog horn on the handle bar thereof, 
and said green light shall he kept constantly 
burning between I he hours of sun«et and sun­ 
rise by means of an e’ectrlc battery or motor 
with suitable attachm ents. 
“ Section 2. No person shall ride a bicycle on 
the streets of this city at a greater rate of speed 
than four miles an hour, and every person shall 
dismount before passing a street crossing, and 
shall fire a pistol, beat his gong and sing a hymn 
before proceeding ou his journey. 
“Sec. 3. No person shall ride a bicycle on 
any street or highway within this city without 
having first obtained from the coroner, pound- 
master, health officer and at least one clergy­ 
man of good moral character, a certificate u n ­ 
der seal, severally signed by such officials, cer­ 
tifying that the said rider of the said bicycle Is 
entitled to be at large and th at he is properly 
equipped for his journey.”

Attorney General Mylrea He fanes to Sac 
the Superior Water Co. 
The petition of residents of Supe­ 
rior asking the attorney general to ap­ 
ply to the supreme court for leave to 
bring motion to annul the franchise of 
the Superior Water, Light and Power 
company, has been denied by Attor­ 
ney General Mylrea. 
The petition 
hat been under consideration for some 
months, it being based, first, on the 
ground that the company had failed 
to furnish wholesome and suitable 
water for private and domestic use, 
and second, that the pressure has not 
been sufficient for fire protection. 
Attorney-General Mylrea in stating 
his reasons for denying the petition 
says that the water is necessarily ta 
ken from the lake; that this fact has 
undoubtedly made it more difficult for 
the company to furnish water fit for 
domestic use, especially in the spring, 
and that the city well knew these dif 
Acuities when it granted the fran 
chise. 
But this, he says, is not the 
controlling question, which he states 
to be: 
lf there has been a failure on the 
part of the company in this respect, is 
it due to the wilful neglect of the com­ 
pany? Does it amount to willful mis 
use, or non-use of the franchise sought 
to be forfeited whereby the corpora­ 
tion fails to fa1 blethe very design and 
purpose of its organization? 
This is 
the test laid down by our supreme court 
in the recently decided Janesville case. 
Judging solely from facts presented 
in this hearing, I cannot so ch areter 
ize the conduct of this company. 
On 
the contrary, the company appears to 
have made considerable effort to ob 
viate the evils complained of, mod had 
prior to the making of this application 
entered into a contract to make cer­ 
tain improvements in its system by 
way of filtration which will probably, 
remedy these evils to a great degree 
As to the question of insufficient pres­ 
sure, the facts presented to me fail to 
show any substantial failure of duty 
on the part of the company.”

CANADIAN STATESM EN. 


How Tlwk' Act 
While 
Attending Their 
Duties in Parliament. 
It is a mistake to think that the act 
which led to the confederation of the 
various provinces in 1867 has attained 
no higher meaning in the life of the 
Canadian people than that of a consti­ 
tutional union, says Donahoe's Maga­ 
zine. It carries with it a meaning of 
far deeper import—a union of hearts, 
whose offspring is oneness of patriotic 
aim and purpose. Of course it would be 
idle to say that .the Canadian people 
are a unit upon all questions of vital 
Interest to the life and growth of thft 
dominion. The geographical interests 
of Canada are so varied that there must 
necessarily be at times some friction 
and clashing of provincial needs and 
ambitions. This is the case at Wash­ 
ington; this is the case, too, in so small 
a confederation as the cantons of 
Switzerland. 
A stranger visiting the gallery of the 
Canadian house of commons is struck 
with the dignity and decorum which 
mark the proceedings and 
surround 
even the warmest and keenest of de­ 
bates. Parliamentary procedure being 
rigidly adhered to, there is little room 
for uncalled for personalities in the 
heat of a discussion. Sometimes, how­ 
ever, when the house has been sitting 
for hours, wearied with the perplexities 
and incoherencies 
of some 
member 
from 
“way back,” suddenly, as if 
through the unity of desperation, the 
usual dignity of the house is relaxed 


and grave members Trom such intel­ 
lectual centers as Montreal and Toronto 
play the schoolboy and outvie one an­ 
other in “shying” blue books at the 
heads of slumbering and inoffensive 
members. 
Of the 215 members that 
make up the house of commons, in
